After the war intramurals 
once again began to grow, both 
in popularity and in eventa, and 
by 1963, 17 sports were offered, 
a new high. 

Frank Myers replaced Wash- 
burn as director in 1950 and re- 
mained at the helm for 13 years 
until BitoB Oraea replaced him 
in 1903. 

HHERIFF replaced Oreen in 
1966 and promptly began trying 
to remedy the Intramural situa- 
tion.

Booker said after a oentury 
of suppression, the Negro is 
"breaking out like a jaek-ln-the- 

box." 

Booker, who was n pasaeager 
on the first freedom rMa wImu 

the bus was burned, said, "Many 
Americans think the Job Is 

over." 

THE CIVIL rights movement 
is only shifting gears, Booker 
said. He said there Is still a 
great difference between Ne- 
jpoes and whites in economic po- 
' iltion, employment and housing. 

"Only In education has the 
gap narrowed," Booker added, 
but the Negro still faces untold 
barriers in the elementary and 
high sebools. 

In regard to housing prob- 
lems, Booker said the anti- 
poverty program "is a slow step 
In the right direction," but the 
big qnestfon of relief to people 
in the ghettos still remains. 
"Housing remains an unsolved 
problem," he added. 

BOOKBR SAID hospltali and 



schools are still segregated In 

some areas "and nobody except 
Washington really cares."

His collection also 
Includes cactus-like planu from 
the African deeert. 

"Africa and America have 
parallel evolutionary develop- 
ment," said Walters. Bnriroa- 
ments era different but the 
plants ara similar. Waltwa Mid 
that the Holy Land is now cov- 
ered with New World cacti that 
have been taken there sinee the 
time of Columbus. They have 
adapted themselves so well that 
the Mediterranean people be- 
lieve they are native. 

**THBV ARSi exotic and a 
little bit uncommon." said Wal- 
ters, explaining his interest In 
the cacti. "They're different 
from what other people grow.** 
They idea require very Utile 
care. 

Among the strange plants in 
Waitera' collection are a "living 
rock" that bloomed last year 



giving off a strong odor of cray- 
ons. Another of his cacti Is a 
sport, a result of mutation, that 
spends all ita energy dividing 
to form a compact mass of 
steau aad thorns, rather than 
Uoomlng. 

Walters gate many of his cac- 
ti from dime stores "it i can 
one that le dinersnt.'* He 
Mdera seeds from seed 
houses in California and grows 
bin tiwn plan

Any uimuuTled. pregnant college 
ooad faoee «ft aweaome dilemma. 

Tbe choices are obvious: she 
could mairy eitber the father of 
the baby or someone else; she 
could have the baby and either 
keep it or give it up for adoption, 
or sbe could — ^aa an incalculable 
number of K*Stete oOeds do — re- 
ceive an abortion. 

Hidden beneath a mountain of 
whispers, rumors and confidential 
information is the fact that an in- 
determinable number of K-State 
oaads receive abiMtions. 

A con^»lrac3r of secrecgr — tbe un- 
denrorld of abortions — exists on 
this campus. 

Abortion — the very word is 
spoken in a whisper. It remains 
a legal, moral and religious f ues- 
tlon kmg after the btrtb control 



National surveys estimate that 
approximately one million women 
in the United States each year have 
abortions. Only 8,000 of these are 
performed legally. 

Recently members of an abor- 
tion ring which performed about 
10 abortions a week on well-to-do 
young women in their early 
twenties were arrested in New 
York City. 

At K-State a Taboo 

Closer to K-State, a chiropractor 
in £1 Dorado, Dr. Ralph Darling, 
waa convicted of attempted abor- 
tion within the laat year. 

A recently published book 
"Abortion" by Lawrence Lader 
stated that a skilled abortionist is 
in Topeka. 

At K-State tbe word abortion Is 
nearly taboo. 

Knowledge of the iritoatlon is 
clouded by fear, heresay and 



mythology. A local doctor termed 
the subject "inflammatory." Col- 
lege administrative officials admit 
to lltUe knowledge about the sitna- 
tlon. 

Yet a K-State coed asked her 
dormitory housemother how a 
friend of her could obtain an abor- 
tion. Another coed sought counsel 
because she felt guilty about her 
roommate's abortion. 

A former student searched for 
months for someone to give her an 
abortion she really didn't need 
(she is now in a mental hospital). 
A graduate student admitted, that. 
In the lart four years, she has 
known personally at least IS wo- 
men who received abortions. 

Who these coerls are is not the 
most important aspect. They could 
be freshmen or seniors, from 
Kansas City or Elmdale, elemen- 
tary education or English majors. 

Dean of Women Margaret LAhey 



said there are "probably some 
abortions every year" and occa- 
sionally she hears rumors or 
"strongly suspects" coeds go to 
Kansas City to receive abortions. 

College coeds rarely turn to Stu- 
dent Health or campus officials. 
Instead they go to Kansas City, 
Topeka or other places where they 
are not known or have heard 
through word-of-mouth soufcas 
they can obtain an abortion. 

No R«qu«stf ot C«nter 

Dr. Hubert i^lt, director of 
Student Health, said no patients 

on cunpus have asked him where 

they could obtain an abortion and 
he "wouldn't know where to refer 
them." 

According to Eugene WIesner, 
clinical psychologist at W^Mst 
Health, it Is difficult to find veri- 
fied sources on tbe subject, hot

Dr. A. W. Bradford of Student 
Health satd he had Men patients 
wbo had aborttdnf performed 
Iff otber Botireoa bat tbey are 
protoetad from oxpoaare bj tba 
doctor'i code of ethics. 

When he was aHBlBtant coroner 
In tbe Kanaaa Citjr area, Dr. 
Brad Cord oeeaatoaallr was 
called to the homes of girls who 
bad abortloiiH and then bled to 
death. 

"If a woman baa an abortion 
dose, I want to know about It." 
Dr. Bradford tald. "I don't want 
some oo4d % He lo the dormi- 
torjr bl«edl4 to daath la tha 
batbroom." 

He emiihaalMd tba daagaf of 




abortions and tbe imiMrtance 
of ieontaetlng a doetor to receive 
poat-abortion care In caaa a 
eomitllcation develops. 

A K-State student said aha 
knew six coeda In the last five 
montba wbo had abortions. She 
estimated tbat as many aa foar 
or five wciMan a week have an 
abortion. 

Thia coed emphaHlzed that 
abortions not always are done 
in a dark seeladed office by tome 
maniac. A close friend of hera 
had an abortion performed in an 
out-of-town oftlea aad^ ittrlla 
eoadltlons. 

But tbe abortion did not work 
after the first attempt. She Buf- 
fered from eomaltoations and 
had to be takea to Bt. Mair't 
Hospital. 

Consequently she retvmed 
five dayB later to the abortion- 
ist for another attempt. She 
Imaw what to exfteet tte aeeoad 
time and she reported it was so 
palnlaas she cracked jokes with 
tba doetor. 

Tha abortion roRt $125 and 
her boyfriend puld for the op- 
eration. They atill plan to be 
piarried sometime in the future. 

However, this coed's eiperl- 
ence may he the exception rather 
than tbe rule. According to 
taatlmonf that appeara to be ra- 
liable, an ex-dentlnt in KannaB 
chariteM |4U0 for un abortion 
a^d requires the patient to Hleej* 
with him the night before the 
operation. 

One of the wamen he per- 
formed an abortiaa on ia re- 
ported to have said that daring 
the n hurt ion h<> whs no preorrn- 
Itled with the aexual parts of the 
abortion that he failed to five 
her Hnf fir lent nneHthfala and 
that he attempted intercQurae 
with her. 

However, not all abortion* 
ord Illegal. Abortions are di- 
vided Into three culegories: 
apontaneoua abortion caused 
nsually bjr an errar In the ge- 
aetle mnkeup of the tetuit. a 
therapeutic abortion performed 
legally by n comitetent physician, 
and aa lUaaaU cNmlaal abor^ 
tlon. ^ 

Spontaneous aliortiona are 
eauaed by harmoae ImJfataaoaa, 
haeaaa* of caaatte r s ai aafi or 
by aneh things as X rnyx. drufra 
Of aar t oaa ayatematic infeetleoa. 



The fetuB dies or does not de- 
velop and the products are ex- 
pOM hf the atana. Vlir are 
not Indaeod la aajr awr Hat da- 

enr naturally. 

Such "home remedies" aa 
talltag downatalra, ovarworMag, 

riding boraeback or taking pro- 
longed hot hatha will not caUH« 
an abortion unless the fetus 
would have aborted naturally. 
Neither will tbe nae of qalnlne. 
arnica, castor oil. aassafTHi |aa, 
lye or a Coke douche. 

According to Dr. Mowry. one 
out of six pregnancies ends In 
abortion. If lllagai abortions 
are taelnded la thin figure, the 
ttuniher ia doubled. 

The reaaott for lb* eoavlraey 
surroandlng aborttoas Is itaipla. 

In Kansas (and with only a few 
minor variationa in the law 
aeroaa the VaMad Stataa) there- 
peuttr abortions can be per^ 
formed only when the health 
and safety of the mothar la en- 
dangered. 

Any other abortion is termed 
Ulagal, crlmlaal and usually 
punishable by a jniac'a imprison- 
ment, a fine not aseaMlng $600, 
or both tba flaa aad the mb- ,

An abortion Is a misde- 
meanor for both the mother 
aad tbe abortioniat; It is a fel- 
ony when the ta other dies or 

the abortion is performed after 
quickening ( when tbe mother 
flTM iaaU fatal Ufa). 

Doctors sometimes Interpret 
the law to include the mental 
health of tha mother. How- 
ever, Dr. Mowry said he be- 
lieves this may be overworked. 
He said a woman la never 
healthier, mentally aa well as 
physically, than When she Is 
pregnant. The often used sui- 
cide threat rarely is real during 
pregnaney. 

Heyond the timt 12 weeks of 
pregnancy an abortion la so 
dangerous that bo physician will 
perform the operation except hy 
removing tbe fetus from above, 
through tha ahdomaa. 

In therapeutic abortion, tbe 
cervix usually ia opened with a 
aeries of pro graanl vely larger 
metal dilators and a curette (a 
spoon-like instrument with sharp 
edges) la Iniertad, to aevape out 
the uterus. 

Tbla operation is commonly 
kaovB aa a "D and C." la a 
hoapltal the proeaduro takat 
tram 10 to SO mlaataa and tha 



in other words, the muscle 
contracts and forces out the un- 
born child exactly aa In ehlld- 
hirth labor. However, tha con- 
tractions are almoat three times 
more uevere and th^ OMtta 
harder and faster. 

Dr. Mowry aaid the operation 
inay be expMalve and extremaly 

dirrit-uii. 

* 

Under the best clrcumirtaacaa 
It usuttlly ltf<a relatively simple 
operation, bttt there are multi- 
ple poaaible complleatlona aueh 

as heinorrhagUiK and iiifettions 
which may lead to death or to 
permanent tujury to repredne- 
tive organs. 

"Hack" or Illegal abortloaa 
are performed by wohmu them- 
selves or by some kind of medi- 
cally trained person. Women 
can locate a midwife, a phyal- 
clan or a chiropractor who will 
perform the operation, uaually 
In a large elty. 

Many abortions are performed 
la Puerto Rico or In Mexico. 

The erlmlaal abortioniat la net 

aa competent as the therapeutle 
abortionist and the operation Is 
not performed in a hoapital 
where Mood, ptaama and other 
medleal auppHea are on hand In 
|ase of complicatloaa. 

' Thaae abortiena are extreme- 
ly dangerous and eaa cawae 

hemorrhaging. Infections, air 
emboUam (^alr ealar* the ataraa

Almost half the child-baarlag 
deatha in New York Cl^ reaalt 
frtmi ahortloea. A atady at the 

l^niverslty of California School 
of Public Health estimates 
S.OOO to !•,•§• ahortloB daatha 
annually. 

Dr. Mowry said 40 to SO per 
cent of illegal abortions are 
aelf-induced. This Ma oaly be 
descrlt»ed as "lurid," he added, 
and included the use of anything 
from knitting needlra to coat 
haagara to awl^a etleks or the 
old slippery elm. 

When Dr. Howry was con- 
naeted with the University of 

Kansas Medical Center in Kan- 
aaa City, he said from one to 
five women a night were bronght 

to the medical center for atten* 
tlon after receiving an abortion. 

Half of thaa* abortions were 

criminally Induced and approxi- 
mately 75 per cent of those were 
self-induced. Yet In no way 
could a doetor legally prova 
these facta. 

Dr. Jubalt said there la no 
way to yrova a womaa ha* re- 
eeived an abortion. If a coed 

somes to tbe clinic wbo Is bleed- 
lag, it could have occurred nor- 
mally or the bleeding eonld be 
en excesalve menstrual period. 

"Unless we have the products 
of eoaoeptlon, there is nothing 
we can do except treat tbe coed 
from a medical point of view." 
Dr. J u belt added. 

Dr. Jubelt said be could dia- 
en*8 the problem with the coed, 
but If she had been pregnant, 
there might have been a spon- 
taneous abortion and thaifa Is no 
way for the doctor to gnea* how 
the pregnancy was terminated. 

According to Dr. Howry, 
many women who receive an 
abortion suffer from a marked 
aenae of guilt and depression. 
The firltlah Uedicai Journ|il re- 
ported tbat up to 60 par eaat af 
these women suffer parmaamtl 
psychiatric scars. 



However, a study of 479 

Swedish women indicated 75 per 
cent had no self reproach and a 
'second study ahowed 10 cases 
of Impaired mental health out 
of 8 4 women undergoing abor- 
tions {8 out of these 10 were 
aborted tor paycbiatric rewona). 

In a study of S4S Beat Ger- 
man cases, only 10 per cent ex- 
preased regret over tbe abor- 
ttoft. 

Should aoclety have the right 
to require a woman to earry in 



her womb something she does 
not want? Or la It murdarf 

What alwut the case of a 12- 
yfar-frid who is raped? Huat 
she be forced to earry a ehUd 
she does not want, does not 
understand or is not to blame 
forf What about the caae of a 
child conceived in incest ' 

These quratlons are yet to be 
answered satlafaetorlly. Legal- 
ized abortion or liberation of 
the atKirtion laws is a highly 
controvarsial subject. Tbe great- 
eat oppoamtt la the Catholic 
Chureh, whleh terms abortions 
murder In any situation. 

Abortion laws In foreign coun- 
tries are for the most part more 
liberal than in the United States. 

In Sweden abortions may be 
graatad on the gronnda of Ill- 
ness, physical debility or weak- 
neaa endangering tbe - life or 
health of tbe mother; In the case 
of rape or a criminal act; or if 
tbe woman or father, through 
Inherltanoe, will transfer Inaan- 
ity or menui debility, a grave 
dlaaaaa or other disabllitlea. 

Sweden baa accepted abor- 
tloaa on all three ground* since 
ItlS. although recently they 
have turned down 80 per cent of 
all foreignera wbo apply for mi 
abortion thar*. Norway, Den- 
mark, Iceland and Finland pro- 
vide the same grounds. 

In Japan all aliortlon* are 
legalized and until a few months 
ago the same situation existed 
in Rumania. Russia and most 
of the Communist satellite coun- 
trle* are tightening what for- 
merly were extremaly liberal 
abortion laws. 

Little is known about the 
abortion situation In Red China. 
England ia currently liberalizing 
its abortion laws. 

Yet these countries are pre- 
sented with a serious moral 
problem. Dr, Mowry said even in 
nationa where abortions are 
legal, criminal abortlono atlU 
keep pace with legal abortions. 

In Japan, where abortions are 
legal, in six months one out of 
five women who receive an 
abortion has a second abortion; 
60 per cent have a second abor- 
tion in 12 to 18 months. 

In Sweden, S8 per cent of the 
women request a second abortion 
In a two to four year period. 

At K-State Dean Lahey aaid 
she believes "one abortion is too 
many." Both Dr. Howry and 
Dr. Jubelt say birth control is 
by far tbe moat preferrabie 
method of popnlattoa matrol. 

Dr. Mowry terms abortions as 
a "dangerous unrecommended 
approach to population control 
— a very poor second choice." 

Dr. Jabelt admits be hM 
"very confused and mixed opin> 
ions on abortions" and be 



doesn't know how to deal with^ 
them. He said he explains to a** 
coed that an abortion is un- 
wise and auggeaU riie talk to 
her parents, but he has no way of 
knowing If ahe follows bis ad- 
vfe*. 

Wiesner Is against what he 
mils "a law that really can't be 
enforced." 

He believes It drives desper- 
ate people into the kniva* of 
amateurs and deviates inatmd of 
emapetant. well-trainad profa*- 
aloaal*. 

wiesner said this is an Indict- 
ment against lawmakers, parents 
aad the medical profession. 

He I>elteve8 information 
should t>e provided so women 
don't do the stupid thing— not 
to encourage pre-marital sex, 
hut to provide *ex tnformatlon 
for those people who will in- 
dulge in pre-marital sexual be- 
havior anyway. 

"It's inaaaa tbat a woman 
must almost aaerlflce her life 
in order to make a decWon Itka 
thla," W leaner added. 

"People eaa deelde to have 
an abortion whether we like It 
or not." he said. "We may dis- 
agree with their ethics or call 
It murder but we cannot aaeape 
tba fact tbat people ean make 
tbla decision. 

"It appears onr position Is if 
-a woman does aiunethtng atnpld 
like getting pregnant, she must 
be punished and Is forced to go 
to a sex deviate to have an 
abortion," Wieaner said. 

Dr. Mowry teara the erMttm 
of a climate of abortion-m inded 
people. He bellevM It would 
tear down the family unit and, 
as faiatorlcaUy In other eras, to- 
day's culture would eventually 
collapse. 

Yet Dr. Mowry sees the need 
for a board composed of phy- 
sician* to judge the merits of 
each case and to make decisions 
in the cases of rape, incest or - 
the need for a therapeutic abor- 
tlim. 



Deehkm Remains Secret 

At the root of the tragic abor- 
tion system Is the inflexibility of 
tbe state laws. Social and eco- 
nomic factor* for seeking abor- 
tions are Ignored as well as the 
fact the majority of those seek- 
lag aa abortion are aiarrlad 
women. 

So far all attempts to liber- 
alize the United States alMirtlon 
law* have failed. The deaperate. 
panfeky search for a secret abor- 
tionist has become a common 
and sordid dilemma. The danger 
is irrefutable and tbe rttnatton 
ia obaeure. 

What the aamarrled, pregnant 
college coed decides will remala, 
aa before, a well-gnarded aaerat.

248. In the last Congress, the 
llnevp was 295 Democrau to 
14« RepablieaBS. 

The OOP won 18 and the 
Democrats 17 of the Senate seaU 
at stake, leavlBg that chamber 
divided between 64 Democrats 
and S6 Republicans. The net 
gain of three for the Repub- 
licans sUll left the admlnlstra- 
tldn with a comfortable major- 
ity.

W AHHIMGTON ( UPI ) — Re- 
pntdicftn leaders ehowed a new 
tbint tdl the White Rouse to- 
day and besan uifclng a« though 
their gains In Tueeday'e flee- 
tlons had set them up to take 
the presidency In 1968. 

The optimistic talk came In 
the afterglow of significant gains 
In goTemorships. seats in Con- 
gress and In many of the na- 
tion's Bt^te legislatures. 

The rosy forecasts assumed 
that the GOP could nominate a 
presidential candidate without 
going thhiugh another civil war 
like that of 1964, and that a 
tide was running and would con- 
tinue to run against President 
Johnson. 

ONLY 'two incumbent presi- 
dents, both Republicans, have 
been unseated in this century. 
The ftrel^ William Howard Taft 
in 1912, [had to contend with a 
massive split In his party; the 
second, Herbert Hoover In 19S2. 
was saddled with the greatest 
depresridn In the nation's his- 
tory. 

Republican National Chairman 
Ray liliss proclaimed tke GOP 
a "very Uve eleftluAt" Tftttnilay 
with a real chance of eelMag 
the White Houm In 19C8. 

iiliiss. a principal architect 
of Tuesday's victory, unveiled 
charu aid figures at a news 
conference to show that the 
party had won a victory "from 
the bottom up. not Just from the 
top down." 

Similar comments were heard, 
often eve|i more opttmlstle, from 
parly leaders across tin* country. 

But a Clumber suggested that 
It was TOO early to speculate.

The EUB, numbering T60,000 
members, was expected to be in- 
fluenced by a fear of being 
"swallowed" by the 10 million- 
memlier Methodist Church, the 
second largest PToteetant church 
In the nation. 

LKAIIKKH OF both churches 
said the purpose of union would 
not be financial but to provide 
a greater ability to serve the 
purpose of a cbarek Ihroagh eve 
organization. 

Both the BUB and Method- 
ists spring from the Arniinian 
tradition in Protestantism, 
whteh contends man can Inf^U' 
ence his salvatoin, as contrasted 
lu CalvaniKHi, which contends 
that either accepts or re- 
ject k man and man himself can 
do nothing about it.

rockets designed to penetrate 
Russia's fledgling missile de- 
fense ^rstem. 

Defense Secretary Robert Mc- 
Namara disclosed the impending 
spurt in the nuclear arms race 
in matter of fact tones Thurs- 
day after conferring with Presi- 
dent Johnson In Texas. 

McNAMARA OAVK assurance 
that there was "absolutely no 
question" of America's present 
ability to get through Soviet de- 
fenses with both missiles and 
bombers.

Scientist Creates Tornado 



By HOB IiATTA 

A research meteorloglst at the University of 
Oklahoma has liis own tornado - in a laboratory. 

Tornadoes are not only safer there, but it is 
about the only possible way to study characterise 
tics of a tomado% vortex and iU resulting air 
currents. 

OU research meteorloglsU are only studying 
the tornadoes. They have made no major at- 
tempts to modify them yet. 

Tornadoes are created by suspending an in- 
tensely hot electrical heating element into a 
plastic walled test chamber VO feet in diameter. 

The plastic sides end a few inches above the 
floor which allows air to be sucked Into the 
chamber from the outside room as the lieatlng 
element draws cool air up from the floor Into the 
vortex.

There will be no open season on 
red and gray foxes or ottor.

ped, but it is easier to buy the 
prepared product from one of 
the supply houses that adver- 

llses in outdoor magasines.

Hince mink and muskrata have 
the habit of entering every hole 
along a creek or lake bank, the 



artificial tunnel set la very lood 

for them. 

This Is simply a four-inch- 
wide hole dug into the high bank 
at an angle to the water. The 
lurt> is placed a foot back in 
the tunnel, and a trap Is set at 
the entrance. 

RK.WKIt r.AX be trapped by 
finding a den entrance or feed- 
ing spot and concealing a trap 
nearby. Freshly cut twlga are 
often used as a bait. 

Raccoon and bobcat are gen- 
erally susceptible to the cubby 
set. A cabby la a cave-Uke atruc- 
ture built out of rocks, sticks 
or any other similar material. 
.\ ll.VIT is placed in the back 



of the cubby and a trap In the 
front. This set depends upon 
the cariosity of the animal. 

The person who has good 
equipment, a good knowledge of 
animal habits and some idea of 
the methods of trapping should 
surely be successful this year, 
since there are plen^ of animals 
available In the state.

Zoning for Motel 
Clears First Test 



After an hour and a half of 
debate, the City Planning Board 
unanimously agreed at an open 
hearing Monday night to accept 
a proposed rezonlng for a 
^planned motel convention center 
^t nUk and Anderson. Tbe 
loard TCemMBMided fkat • Um 
Cltr Commmim alae aootftt thB 
plana. 

The project now it la the 
hands of the City Commission. 

THE AOCKPTANCK of the 
proposal was mada trtth th« 
stipulation that a screen of 
trees be planted between the 
center and the surrounding resi- 
dential area, as property owners 
requested, and that the parking 
lot lights be directed away (rom 
the residential areas. 

Plans for the motel-hotel com- 
plex will include a coffee shop. 
110 rooms, four Junior suites, 
(me eseeattlre salte, a restanr- 
aat, swimming pool, a univer- 
sity club (primarily for faculty) 
and limited banquet spaoe. 

OPPOHinON to the proposal 
came from several Manhattan 
residents wbo thought their 
privacy would be Invaded and 
the center would draw too much 
business from dowatowa Maa- 
hattan. 

Inei AIsop, IMH Laramie, said 

the center "will disrupt tke OD- 
tl r e ne ighborhood." 
THS rA<0t UMt the facility 

will have a swimming pool, 
brought some opposition. "Peo- 
ple come arid go at all honrs, 
especially where there is a 
swimming pool," Miss Alsop 
said. 

Cecil Hunter, who will be the 
operator of the center, said the 



pool will be enclosed and set SO 

feet into the complex. 

It was suggested that the con- 

ferenee center be mond to Unl- 

Tersity property north of cam- 
pus. Such a move would not be 
possible, C. Clyde Jones, rice 

preaident for University develop- 
ment, said. It is very unlikely 
that the center could legally be 
built on that land due to tke 
options held on it, he said. 

ANOTHER problem involved 
in moving the sight of (he cen- 
ter is that it is planned to have 
a limited amoaat of space for 
meeting rooms, and depends on 
the facilities at the Union. Uov- 
lag wonld restrict the complex's 
use as a conference center. 

The center cannot be ballt on 
University property beeanse nni- 
versity facilities are tax exempt, 
C. C. Brewer, officer of the En- 
dowment Association, said. Be- 
cause the project is a private en- 
terprise, the tax exemption could 
not be Jnstlfled, Iw addMd.

MeCain that an effort will be 
made to retain Weaver at the 
University in another capacity. 

Preatdent McCain is out of the 
state and not available for com- 
ment. 

In his resignation. Weaver 
said, "I have a high regard for 
K-State and know that the foot- 
ball pTOgram will be a eoaree 
of pride In years to come." 

WEAVKR AUVIHRD his foot- 
ball squad of his decision at a 
breaktaat neeUng this morning. 

According to C. Clyde Jones^ 
chairman of the Athletic Coun- 
cil, a search for a new head 
eoaeh wUl begin Immediately.

"Weaver has givea aaseltish- 
ly seven years of his life to K- 
State and has made lasting eon- 
tributlons to our program, which 
eaanot be meaanred by a won- 
loBS record," Jones said.

A former Mich- 
igan State University football 
player. Weaver was first coach- 
ing asMstaat at the Ualvertlty 
of Missouri before coming here 
in 1960.

Michigan State. «

Weaver linebncked on Michigan 
Slate's nationally-riinked teams 
in the lUfil and 1952 sea- 

sons under Biggie Mann. He 
was s member of Michigan 
State's national ohanipionship 
team in 1962, and helped pre- 
serve an undefeated season by 
intercepting a pass on the Spar- 
tan three-yard line in a 14-7 
victory over Pnrdne. During his 



three seasons as a Spartan regu- 
lar, Michigan State lost only one 
gsme. 

After Rradiintioii from Michi- 
gan State, Weaver served wttk 
the Air Force in 1953 to 195S be- 
fore returning to his alma mater 
as assistant coach under Duffy

Weaver is married to the 
former Nancy Doty of Itetrolt, 
Mich., and has three children, 
Amy, Dong, Jr., and Matthew.

But the financial 
hanky-panlur It liat fathered 
makes the Cosa Nostra Jealous. 

Tbe war In Viet Nam eosts 
the United States about a bflllon 
dollars a year. Critics here put 
the ooet of corruption at a mini- 
mnm of |74 million a year. The 
U.S. government figures the 
American taxpayer's loss at 
about $83.8 mlltioa a year,

There are the American peni- 
cillin and other drugs that tufu 
up in Viet Cong aid stations.

Two Importera unloaded two 

barges holding more than $20.- 
000 In goods at a private wharf 
and sold the goods and dlaap- 
peared before sending tfie craft 
to the customs men. 

A U.S. Army major helping 
run military imports reported 
going Into the hold of a refriger- 
ator ship and finding five Viet- 
namese stevedores trying pa- 
tiently to unfreeze a 27-pound 
turkey over a lOO-wmlt light 
bulb. 

U.S. AUTHORITIES trace 
most of the mass theft to the 
time between a truck's departure 
with cargo from the wharf and 

its arrival at a U.S. military post 
or construction site. Taking the 



old Weils Fargo stages as a 
model, U.S. military t^cki now 
are commonly carrying armed 
troopers riding shotgun. 

The Ky government last week 
announced plans for araaahlng 
the black market in consumer 
goods. It gave the dealers until 
Fttbruary to get off the streets 
and out of business. The 
marketeers appeared shocked. 
For years they have operated 
under tbe eyes of tbe cep on the 
heat. 

There is a great deal M 
skepticism about the pewlMltty 
of atamplng out looal gevera- 

ment fiddling. Ky Is regarded 
as stoutly honest even by bis 
enemies. But few government 
figures enjoy that reputation.

Letter Offers Reason for Coeds Dilemma 



Bditor: 

In my opinion the "focus" of Melodic Pow- 
sher's article In the Collegian (Air of Whlspors 
Surrounds Abortions, Nov. 9) was on the wrong 

subject. In writing about the "awesome di- 
lemma" of an unmarried, pregnant coed she 
overlooked the reason behind this dilemma — 
the SfCt of conception Itself. The point Is, as Ray 
F^by stated in this letter. (Law's Inflexibility 
Parallel, Nov. 10) that conception needn't have 
taken place at all. 

Tlie statistics given on the number of unwed, 
expectant mothers turns tlie focus in another 
direction. It points toward the increasing 
promiscuity which caused all these frightened 
coeds to become statistics in the first place. 

DISBfiGABmiftt the topic of contraceptives, 
the momentous moral question involved be- 
conieH: Is it t ight to piactire free love, promis- 
cuity and fornication? Should our society, by 
liberalizing abortion laws to the extent Miss 
Bowsher suggests, make It even easier than it 
already has through contraceptives, for imma- 
ture 18 or 19-year-olds to enjoy the pleasure of 
the procreative act, but not the accompanying 
responsibilities? I think not. 

The question of therapeutic abortions and 
abortions resulting from criminal assault is an- 
other one entirely because. In mote cases, there 
is grave reason for having an abortion. 

Incest, however, does not, u 
Miss Bowsher suggests, fit into 
this category because, unless RsodttT 
force is employed, there is will- , 
ful consent by both parties. This Opi™n 
farther points ont that tiro con- 
senting adults should be willing 
to endure the consequences of their act of love. 
This does not mean that the pregnancy should 
be termed a punishment. God did not iiave this 
in mind when He designed the marriage act. 

The question I am considering is not whether 
having an abortion because of an unwanted 
baby Is right or wrong, but whether illicitly per- 
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forming the procreative act itself is right or 
wrong. Because, as Freeby states, "an unborn 

fetus is after all, alive, an Individual human 
entity, just as one that is two years old, or twenty 
or fifty. Murder is murder at any age." 

IT IN EVlDliNT that no one has the right 
to selfishly declare himself sole judge in this 
matter. 

One can be the Judge, however, when it comes 

time to decide whether or not the act which 

creates this awesome dilemma should be per- 
formed. The right decision made at this point 
supercedes the wrong pne that would have to be 
made up later.

Student Health also particl" 
pates in rabies protection. In 
1961, the Communicable Disease 
Center (CDC), agreed to make 
a study on volunteer students In 
K-8tate's Veterinary College. 

A HERIEB of two primary In- 
jections nre given during the 
second semester ot the first year 
with a booster about four 
months later. Another booster 
may be given later it neceasary. 
These Inlecttons are to protect 
the student at the time he be- 
gins clinics and comes into con- 



tact with animals, Dr. Hilbert 
Jubelt director of Student 
Health, said. 

The graduating class of 1964 
was the first veterinary class to 
complete this program. The pro- 
gram up to 1966 collected 173 
pints of high rabies antibody 
blood from the students for the 
antirables globulin blood bank. 
This globulin is given to per- 
sons who need rabies protection 
but are allergic or seiuitlve to 
the horse serum. 

The incubation period tor hu- 
mans is two to six weeks which 
allows tor a long period for 
observation of the animal. No 
sepciflc treatment is known for 
rabies. The treatments vary 
from vacelne to serum to com- 
binations of these. The treat- 
ment may last S to 14 days for 
the Pasteur treatment. The con- 
dition of the bitten person and 
the animal and the nearnees of 
the bite to the brain determines 
the method ot treatment.

NEW YORK (UPI) — Broad- 
casters and two radio and tele- 
^jl^tslon performers' unions broke 
contract talks early today. 
A union spokesman said a strike 
eliminating live programming on 
the nation's major networks was 
imminent. 

Negotiations were ended 
abniptly at about S:15 a.m. and 
no new bargaining was sched- 
uled.

There are still some serious mat- 
ters to be settled/' 

A strlka by the unions could 
yank disc jockeys off the radio 
and fill the television airwaves 
with old re-runs, according to 
Industry sources. 

JOIST negotiations by AFTRA 
and the screen actors guild with 
the networks, independent pro- 
ducers and advertising agencies 
continued although AFTRA'a 
contracts expired last midnight.

nounces, comments, forecasts 
weather, acts, sings, dances or 
performs in any way on live 
broadcasting via the concerned 
networks. 

At issue in the negotiations 
were salary demands, tern for 
commercials, new salary ar- 
rangements for newsmen.

The following is an open letter to the dean 

of women. 

Dear Miss Lahey: 

My heart was made glad to hear In yester^ 

day's Collegian (Nov. 11) that you support the 
view that K-State should meet the needs of stu- 
dent8. However, I am sure you do not yet 
realize that any limitations on the right of a 
student to entertain a member of the opposite 
sex attempts to deny a greater need of students 
than it attempts to satisfy. 

The rule provides comfort for the few stu- 
dents who need someone to make their decisions 
for them. At the same time, it severely limits 
the opportunities students have to satisfy their 
need for affection and sex. 

IT HAS been common knowledge for quite a 
long while that the human need for sexual ex- 
pression and exchange is basic. But I am pre- 
pared to present scientific testimony to this fact, 

although it has been fairly obvious to me since 
I w«8 11. 

I also submit thst the rule is fairly ilanger- 
ous to community standards 
since it seems to encourage stu- 
dents to "entertain" a member Rftadsr 
of the same sex. 

The rule also violates the Opinion 
moral and religious freedom of 
students, especially members of 
the Latter Day Free Epicureans and other 
Christian and non-Christian religions which 
consider sex expression really good. It is in- 
tended to prevent even, these students from 
freely expressing their moral and religious be- 
liefs. Those who sincerely and morally believe 
in sextial freedom of expression have never to 
my knowledge attempted to make rules, regula- 
tions or laws to force non-believers to perform 
sexual or affectionate acU gainst their wills. 
Why do believers in ohaitty so oiommonly try to 
force others to act or pr^eodc'to act chastely 
against their wills? 

1 HOPE AWS will have the clear sight and 
courage to demand equal rights for women stu- 
dents by demanding an end to closing hours for 
women and thus recognise that they are at least 
as adult as men. 

This of course is in addition to removing 
oompletely the rule against entertaining a mem* 
ber of the opposite sex. Such an action should 
show University recognition that morality can- 
not be taught by force, that it approves a moral 
freedom and that It tnnts its students to act 
sceording to the right as tliey see It The dress 
code Should be prohibited for the same reason. 

AWS should call upon all students to begin 
by asking their parents to write to the Univer- 
sity demanding that their children be exempted 
from University "social" regulations immedi- 
,^ ately, and that they send copies of the letters to 
the Collegian. I am poafident the courts will 
uphold the parents* wiAas. 

THE RESULTS I expect to see fvom these 
recommendations and demands is the spelling 
out of a new University poUi^y that woidd re- 



strain the University from meddling In the dvU, 
private and moral life of its students and a new 
policy that Student Health provide birth con- 
trol information, devices and medicines to any 
student over the age of discretion, aa set by Kan- 
sas law, upon request. | 

By limiting its ooncem to providing students 
with education and inf6nn^on« the University 
will be fulfilling the greatest heed ot,'students, 
the need to be free to satisfy Our own needs as 
we see fit and the opportunity tg raise ourselves 
to the challenge of directing oUT own lives in 
the pursuit of liberty and happiness.

The Bell System hes many small, automatic 
telephone offices around the 
country. The equipment in them 
could operate unattended for 
ten years or so, but for a problem. 

The many electric motors in those offices 
needed lubrication at Ifast once a year. Heat 
from the motors dried up the bearing oils, 
thus entailing costly annual maintenance. 

To stamp out this problem, many tests 
were cond ucted at Bell Telephone 
Laboratories. Lubricant engi- 
neer George H. Kitchen decided 
to do a basic experiment that 
would provide a motor with the 
worst possible conditions. He deliberately set 




out to ruin some ball bearings 
by smearing them with an 
icky guck called molybdenum 
disulfide (M0S2). 

Swocki This solid lubricant, used a certain 
way, actually increased the life expectancy 
of the ball bearings by a factor 
often? Now the motors can run 
for at least a decade without 
lubrication.

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Consulting Firm Outlines 
Tuttle Creek Arts Center 



A summer music festival at 
Tuttle Creek could be success- 
fully developed if it is adequate- 
ly financed and effectively pro- 
moted. 

Thia oommant was expressed 
by representatives of three music 
festivals who were consulted In 

a feasibility study released to- 
day on the possibility of estab- 
lishing a fine arta center hara. 

Hou KVKi{. due to the small 
popualtion in the service area, 
the developemnt of a successful 
festival at Tuttle Creek will be 
difficult, the study said. 

Black and Veatch, an engi- 
neering consultant firm from 
Kansas City, prepared the feasi- 
bility study at the request of a 

committee appointed in 1964 by 
President James A. McCain. 

Wallace Dace, associate pro- 
fessor of speech, is the head of 
the committee. The feasibility 
study will be presented to the 
Tuttle Creek Summer Paatlval 
committe tonight. 

THE 8TUUY smphasiaM that 
support from yea residents. K- 
State students and Kansa'hs 'at 
large will be necessary to de- 
velop a successful facility. 

The festival would provide 
education in musical arts and 
woalc^ expand programs of classi- 
cal ittttsic and dance for area 
^trfens and K-State ftudents. 

MUHICAL PROGRAMH during 
the season also could Include 
other cultural activities, such as 

dance festivals, chamber music 
festivals and summer playhouses 

The study said total cost for 
such a facility would be |2,- 
444,800. The festival would be 
developed In four^ phaaes, with 



the first phase costing about 
084.900. 

Included In phase one would 
be an orchestral shed seating 
2,500 persons, expandable to 
4,000 persons; parking areas; 
landscaping: and utlUtlaa. 

THE Vl'AUTV of musical 
presentations, the population 
from which the festival will 
draw, an adequate budget and 
the festival's physical tacllltles 
are listed by the study as the 
four most important factors In 
developing a festival. 

The study made the following 
comments after an intensive sur- 
vey of other summer festivals: 

• The association should be 
prepared to operate at a deficit 
fur (our or five years, or until 
the festival becomes eatabliahed. 

• The ninst important factor 
is the iiuality uf the performing 



orehMtra and the stature of 
guest artists and conductors. 

e Any festival requires a 
full-time staff, including a festi- 
val director and enough staff to 
plan and operate the festival, 
sign guest artists and plan 
special events, and a public re- 
lations director to promote the 
festival and help develop eun- 
i)<iiKiis to sell season and gfonp 
ticket plans. 

• The festival manager with 
extensive knowledge of the oper- 
ation of orchestras and the 
music business should be avail* 
able from the outaat tor sAan- 
nlng the featlval. 

In phase one they recom- 
mended parking areas with an 
initial eapaaity of 2,000 cam; 
water, sewer, electrical and tele- 
phone facilities with adequata 
capacity to ultimately serve tha 
entire development ; under-

Now that we've blithely handed 
out Weaver's walking |»ai)ers, (do 
you really think lio resij^ned?) let's 
assess our k">»iii(1s. We may have 
fired the man for the wrong rea- 
sons. Consider this proposition- 
he came here, coached seven years, 
and left, all without ever con- 
clusively proving whether he's a 
good football coach or not. 

Before you dismiss that state- 
ment as rank stupidity, let's make 
sure we understand the back- 
ground. At a university with an 
established footl>all tradition, may- 
be a hire-fire decision could be 
made strictly on the basis of won- 
lost record — ^maybe. 

Not BO here. This situation is so 
confused — and remember, it got 
that way before Weaver was on the 
scene ^that the decision sliouldn't 
have been made solely because of 
the victory vacuum. 

LK'I'S THINK buck to 1959. 
Coach Bub Mertes is fired and the 
search for a successor Is on. Fin- 
ally the chase narrows to a likely 
looking pair Charlie MacClcndon, 
then assistant to I'aul IMetzel at 
liSr and now head coach there, 
and Doug Weaver, an aidp m Dan 
Devine's Missouri staff. 

Weav<'r was willitii;" to take the 
jol) on their tonus, so he i;ot the 
call to rejuvenate sagging Wildcat 
grid fortunes (which by then had 
been sagging for a quarter of a cen- 
tury already). 

KNTER BOUa Weaver, at 29 one 
lit the yotmgest head football 
coaches in the nation. He hud a 
winning background as a player 
on Michigan State's powerhouses, 
had served on the staffs of out- 
standing coaches at MSU and Mis- 



coach ing prospect. He was eager, 
confident, enthusiastic, likable and 
apparently able — the picture of a 
man Just looking for a place to 
make his mark. 

Keep In mind, too, exactly what 
the situation was at that time with 
respect not only to K-State, but to 
the Big Kight in general. Right 
then is when the league was shuck- 
ing its "Oklahoma and Seven 
Dwarf" tag, because with two ex- 
cei>tion8 every league member 
ambitiously was strengthening its 
football program. The only ones 
dragging their feet were Okla- 
homa, which was falling back to 
the onrushlng pack, and K-State. 

So Weaver wades in, handi- 
cap|>ed hy a cot ' ervative, second- 
rate ((H)tiipare(I to other Big Eight 
schools) program. And what kind 
of material greets him? We don't 
want to be unfair to some fine boys 
who played In that era, but in all 
honesty it must be admitted that 
many of the players wore a well- 
deserved "athletic bum" label. 

TO SIT HY some of these char- 
acters in class (on those rare, 
memorable occasions when they 
showed up) was to take a short 
ctnirse in four-letter obscenity. T(» 
tiy to coadi some of these border- 
line cases was to knock your head 
against the stone wall of insolence, 
ignorance and indifference. 

It took Weaver a .while to weed 
otit the misfits. It took hini longer 
to rid K-State of the recruiting 
it liad acquired by having them on 
campus in the first plaee. But by 
hard work, and broause of his un- 
doubted high ethical stan^taurds. he 
did both. 

In trying to recruit winning foot- 
ball players for K-State, Weaver 
took on a tougher task than any- 
thing he ever faced in his days 9& 
a 175-pound linebacker at Michigan

that might influence you to attend 
K-State? 

WOrLII vol' come here because 
of K-State's winning football tra- 
dition (52 victories in 26 years) ? 
Would you be attracted by our out- 
standing football facilities? Would 
you come here because of all the 
recreational, educational and cul- 
tural opportunities afforded by this 
metroiiolitan area? 

Could you be recruited on the 
promise of cheering crowds of 
46,000 every Saturday? Would ydu 
believe that pro scouts flock here 
because of the long string of great 
players we've produced, thereby 
enhancing your chances of a pro 
career? Naturally you'd like the 
breath-taking scenery of the area, 
comparable to Coloimdo's moun- 
tains. 

Forget it. These are the most 
popular recruiting ploys, and we 
just couldn't compete with other 
schools In these areas. There was 
no single reason you'd choose K- 
State over any one of a hundred 
other schools if you liad a chance 
to go anywluMc else. All Weaver 
had on his sitle was integrity, per- 
sonality, a modicum of supfiort 
from above and the grit to work 
twice as hard as most people. 

BUT HOW he's out and there'll 
soon he a new man on the firing 
line. Probably K-State will get a 
good enough coach — there's always 
someone somewhere looking for a 
chance to earn his spurs. What 
will he be walking into? 

For one thing, strange as it 
sounds, the '66 Wildcats were the 
most improved team in the Big 
Eight, compared with '65 stand- 
ards. For another, only three regu- 
lars walk the graduation plank, 
and of the returnees, there are 
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maybe l.'j good-to-great ones — per- 
haiis nioie than at the start of any 
season in many years. 

And coming up is the finest 
freshman team since 1957, promis- 
ing help where the '67 varsity 
needs it most — in the offensive and 

defensive lines. 

WHEN THE new coach hits the 
recruiting trail this spring, he can 
drop names like Davis, Jones, 
Lankaa — ^players who through their 
sensational performances have 
earned enough publicity to put K- 
State's name in front of some first- 
rate high school prospects. 

He'll talk about a 3-3 tie with >| 
KU, mention prominently the 9-0 
shut-out hung on KU's freshmen 
by our firosh, and show just how 
close we came to top teams like 
Nebraska and Colorado. 

Admittedly, these talking points 
aren't suddenly going to depopulate 
the football camps of every major 
university in the midwest. The 
point is that they are more than 
Weaver has ever had to talk about 
— and all of these things are accom- 
plishments of his regime, 

ON THE SrUFACK, it looks as 
though K-State football has sunk 
to its lowest ebb. In reality, the 
Wildcat program already definitely 
is on the way up, just not quite 
ready to show results in the form 
of victories -or to save the job of 
the man responsible for tile prog- 
ress. 

Finely, no one should be so 
naive as to think we sacked a sec- 
ond-rater. Doug Weaver will sur- 
vive his career setback and get an- 
other job (lots of people at Ne- 
braska are enthusiastically boost- 
ing him for a spot on the NU staff). 
And with his personality, his poise 
and his principles, he's going to 
do a hell of a good job for someone. 

Too bad it won't be K-State. 
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Stadium Prompts Comment from Faculty 



Odttor: 

The qaetUon of wbaUier or not 
to baUd a new footlMUl stadium 
has 1>ecoiite a source of deep con- 
oeni to many pec^le in tbe K-State 
academic .community. One of the 
major problems ratoed by the sta- 
dium issue is that of the avail- 
ability of funds. Can the University 
afford this drain on limited fi- 
nancial resources for matters of 
secondary importance like a foot- 
baU irtadiumf OiTen the curreAi 
roTolution in knowledge in the 
world today, it is becoming more 
and more difficult for this or any 
other university to establish and 
maintain adequate academic fa- 
cilities in order to allow this in- 
stitution of higher learning to ful- 
fill its proper responsibilities and 
functions. In this respect, the pres- 
ent and future needs of the Uni- 
versity will require both public and 
private monies. 

ALSO TEX sta- 
dium has become a RmkIw 
symbol in a con- 
flict of values. Opinion 
Forcing it on the 
University commu- 
nity will serve only to demoralise 
the faculty and disoourage the 
academically-orientated student 

Furthermore, the whole issue 
raises the question of what is a 
"good university"? Obviously it 
has little to do with the caliber of 
football played on the local grid- 
iron. There are some great uni- 
versities with outstanding football 
teams and larg^ stadiums and some 
sub-standard universities with good 
football teams and large stadiums. 
There are also a number of first- 
rate universities with no football 
team at all. However, there are 
no great universities without dis- 
tinguished faculties and excellent 
library facilities. 

MOKEOVER, many people seem 
to overlook the fact that the higiier 
the academic quality of the uni- 
versity, the greater the chances 
are that its graduates will be pro- 
fessionally and economically suc- 
cessful. The purely economic bene- 
fits accruing to an expanded edu- 
cational program would appear to 
be much more substantial than 
those which might result from 
building a larger stadium. Invest- 
ing in the academic facilities and 
faculties of our University would 
directly benefit the state econom- 
ically as the experience of other 
land-grant institutions in the coun- 
try clearly demonstrates. 

In the light of these facts, It 
seems to us improper to aslc to use 
student fees for a football stadium 
which does not really benefit the 
student. Why should the student 
body be asked to help finance a 
project so narrow in scope? Final- 
ly, in our opinion the construction 
of a new stadium at this time would 
ippear to t>e a betrayal of the trust 
of the citizens of a state which is 
already spending large amounts of 
money to support a viable program 
of education. To ask Kansans to 
give money for a larger stadium 
would be a travesty of justice when

Tribunal 
members check his financial situation and future 
plans, lie says he recognizes his mistake; they

Past Years Problems 

It is unknown by the g-eneral 
student body. Its function is 
even more obscure. Except for 
students who have appeared be- 
fore Tribunal, it is as remote as 
the land down under. 

This article is meant to ^ive 
information about Tribunal and 
some of the problems it faces. In 
the past, and with some present 
members, there has been an ill- 
feeling between Tribunal and 
the press. 

THIS HAS STEMMED large- 
ly from a Collegian editorial 
("Kangaroo Court — Strangely 
Illogical/* July 22. 1965) ques- 
tioning the "path of logic that 
justice takes at K-State." 

The editorial was written us- 
ing phrases such as "kangaroo 
court" and "college kiddie jus- 
tices." In retrospect, it was ve- 
hement because little communi- 
cation existed between, Tribunal 
and the Press. The hearings were 
closed as they are now. The edi- 
torial further stifled an exchange 
of differences. 

IN JANUARY, 1966, a series 
of three editorials was written 
after several meetings with the 
dean of students to discuss dif- 
ferences. 

This year. Tribunal members 
have been examining- the board's 
function and role within the Uni- 
versity.

Tribunal memliers deliberate. The discussion 
does not question the student's guilt; that Is 
assumed. Instead, discussion centers on "what 
can we do to best help the student." Bob Cochran, 

chancellor, has said. 

By informal discussion and voting, the mem- 
bers decide the student should be put on "per- 
sonal probation/' This means be would meet 
with other students and Walter Frtesen. associ- 
ate dean of students. The group would have a 
talk session perhaps once a month. A letter also 
is sent to the student's parents as standard pro- 
cedure. 

SUe%s on R^abilitation 

This Is a hyiiothetical case, but similar to 
many Tribunal has handled. 

Tribunal can recommend a student visit with 
an art instructor if art is his major. Another 
part of personal probation could mean taliing a 
pemmal finance course If the student has money 
problems. 

Recommendations like these are designed to 

help a student's art or money situation, and 
help the student, David Parker, Tribunal mem- 
ber said. It is a part of Tribunal's stress on re- 
habilttatton; but, the board also can recom- 
mend disciplinary probation or dismissal. 

What has been described Is one of the main 
functions (if the paradoxical and almost un- 
known judic ial arm of the Student Goveminx 
Association (SGA). 

Paradoxical because it has some of the struc- 
ture and itignia of a court, but does not conduct

a trial of students. "We mainly are rehabilita- 
tive, is the way Tribunal members express it 
Tr.hunal is little known because ite hearings 
are ch>s.d to the press and the public, unless the 
student requests that it be open. This has sel- 
doni happened. 

The five student members are chosen not for 
popularity by election, but through the coiiece 
councils and the (student body) president's coun- 



ell. The four faculty members are selected for 
three-year terms by the University president. 

The main function of Tribunal involves hear- 
ings with individual students for violation of the 
K-State Honor and Conduct Code. This area is 
least understood by many persons. 

"We are not a tryer of fact We cannot func- 
tion as a trial court without a student having 
his own counsel," Don Jones, commerce faculty 
member, said during a deliberation. 

"We act sometbing like a juvenile court." 
Cochran said. "Guilt already is assumed and we 
decide how we can best help the sfeudent.** 

The old |uryman*s Jest: "First we'll have a 
fair trial, then hang him.* does not apply to 
Tribunal. Even with their prior assumption of 
guilt, the paramount concern of Tribunal mem- 
bers is with the student. 

*0e A Sonrnbodf 

Friesen explained In this way: 'Tribunal 

is there to confront the student with his action; 
make him face it and be a somebody. Beyond 
that, it should work with and for the person, 
following his progress while being interested 
In him as an Individual." 

The rehabilitation philosophy began when 
Chester Peters became dean of students. How- 
ever, not until this year has the punitive aspect 
of the board been of muffled, 
of the board been so muffled. 

Peters, along with attorney general and 
Chancellor Cochran, decided which cases will 
go before Tribunal. Gases involving psychologi- 
csil problems do not go before the board. 

Ail regular cases are handled completely 
within Tribunal and the dean of students office. 
Tribunal members may be opening themselves 
to libel, however, if they act before a civil or 
criminal court haa made Its decision* 



Grounds for Libel? 

"If Tribunal passes judgment, it requires 
conclusions of law and considerations of facts 
which cannot be determined outside of the state 
and federal legal system.*' said Larry McGrath, 
Manhattan attorney, when asked about the 
board's responsibility to the courts. 

"If a student were accused of a misdemeanor, 
found guilty by Tribunal and dismissed from

school, it Is quite possible that he would have 
-iroiinds for libel against Tribunal, the college 
(if it were published), the dean of students and 
tlie president," McGrath said. 

On the other side of this question is Kansas 
Atty. Gen. Robert Londerholm when he made 
written reply to a member of the Board of Re- 
gents. He said the University's Jurisdiction, be- 
cause it mncerns only tlie honor and conduct^ 
code, is separate and does not affect the regu- 
lar court's jurisdiction. 

Peters believes Tribunal's situation lies 
somewhere between these views. The honor code 
necessarily overlaps the civil and criminal law 
statutes. There has not been a test case, and 
it generally has been the board's practice not 
to take cases pending in a regular court. 

Another major area which has not been de- 
cided and where there is disagreement involves 
the presence of the press at Tribunal hearings. 

"All hearings shall be held behind closed 
doors unless the defendant requests an open 
hearing." This is the SGA consUtutional ruling.

Some Tribunal members think they must 
protect the student in the hearings, but at the 
same time dislike any charges of secrecy leveled 
at the closed door. 

Gal Williams, student Tribunal member, said 
the press should be represented. **No person on 
Tribunal should be afraid of the press. I would 
like to think our hearings would be carried on so 
anything that did not identify the student could 



be quoted and would not adversely afTect the 

board." 

In disagreement, Herbert Kaiser, associate 
professor of education, believes no reporter 
should be allowed at the hearings. Facts about 
the cases can be released through the dean of 
students office alter Tribunal has finished the 
case, he said. This Is Tribunars present policy. 

The third-year Tribunal member said, "De- 
tails would be reported, if a reporter were there, 
which would bring personalities into play with- 
out names being given." He cited immature re- 
porting and sensatlonaiiniL by the Collegian on 
otter snUlsela as a reasoa for his view. 

Jack Backer, head Of Student Pablicatioiis, 
said if Tribunal hearings were covered, only 

facts of each rase (without names) would be 
printed. This is similar to Juvenile court report- 
ing by the press. 

aaviag a reporter present at the hewtngs 
protects the student body by \^TOYiding a check 
on the Judicial ann of government, the student 
against unfair questioning and Tribunal mem- 
bers from accusations of secrecy. Backer said. 
If SGA acts as a government in the outside 
world, then the press should be able to provide 
a check as it does to the federal government, 
he continued. 

Concerning editorials, Backer said regular 
courts and judges are criticized after decisions

are made. "We (the press) should have the 
same rights in relation to Tribunal: to criticise 
actions, not motlvies. If we feel they are wrong." 

It also is a matter of principle that the press 
get information first hand, Backer said. 

Peters believes the press could be present at 
the hearings but not during the deliberations. 
It would require a change in the constitution 
for the pm to be legRlfy fwesmted at the 
hearings. 

Changing hats from its individual hearings. 
Tribunal can rule on the constitutionality of 
anything SGA passes. This has been used only 
ance In the last five years when the board ruled 
on the oimstttutlonaUty of the College of Agri- 
culture constitution. 

With this court-like hat on. the board has 
the final say like a supreme court. Tribunal 
gave its opinion recently on the lioard of Stu- 
dent Organizations (BSD). Tribunal members 
do not see an Increase In this area. 

If a student feels he was dealt with unfairly 
by his living group's judicial board; can he ap- 
peal to Tribunal? Tliis route of appeal Is open, 
but has been used very little, 

"Ideally, a ease should be handled as close 
to its source as possible," Frlesen said. 

Th the Kangaroo Down 

There are some difficulties with Tribunal be- 
cause there is no precedent for its function in 
rehabilitation at this University ur at other 
unfversities. Members admit they have as little 

or as much power as they want. 

However, because Tribunal members are con- 
cerned with the individual students thry work 
with, closed doors or not, it hardly can be 
ascribed the label of a "kangaroo (;ourt."

Quail Prospects Good

"The quaH were thicker than 

flies," reported one disgruntled 

pheasant hunter as he related 
his not-too-successful pheasant 
hunt in \^•('^^tt*rn KrmsaH. 

Seems that the pheasants were 
laying low and that the quail 
were everywhere. 

Pheasant hunters were 
ilagned by heavy cover, poor 
]t)frd populations in some areas 
and dry conditions which made 
m^nearly Impossible for dogs to 
scent the birds. To make things 
even worse the birds were sitting 
eaceptlonally tight on opening 
morning dao to the cold wea- 
ther. 

PHEASANT hunting should 
■tUl provide plenty of sport for 
hunters over the vacation, how- 
eyer. as the populations in most 

areas are good and only heavy 
cover will keep hunters from 
easily filling th^r limits of three 

cocks daily. 

Pheasant aeason opens in that 
portion of the state east of U.S. 
Highway 81 this weekend and 
there seems to be large numbers 
in this area. A good portion of 
this ares was not open to hunt- 
ing as little as three years ago 
but now there iB Ml ahnndsttee 
of pheasants. 

The area opening this week- 
end Includes that portion of 
Kansas of which U.S. Highway 
31 is the western boundsry and 
the south and east boundary of 
which Is Interstate Highway 70 
and the Bdsaonrl line wett to 
the intersection of 1-70 and 
SUte Highway K-177 thence 
south along K-17T to its Junc- 
tion with U.S. Highway 77 
thence south aloaf 11.8.

bridge. This is on the east side 
of the lake. 

On the west side of the lake 
the Fancy Creek public hunting 
area also abounds with qnatl. 

ROVAL ELDER, local game 
protector, reports good quail 
populations on main portion ot 
the lake. The only problem is 
that private ground begins dose 
to the water. 

Quail can be tonnd in the 
Stockdale area on the west side 
of the Lake and in the Camahan 
Creek and Baldwin Creek areas 
on the east side of the lake.

Clarification of the new 
federal minimum wage law 
paated by the Uwt Betsion of 
Congress may mesn an in> 

crease of more than $100.- 
000 annually in K-State stu- 
dent salaries. 

Daniel Beatty, K-State 
business manager Interprets 
the bill to mean this minimum 

wage law will not affect K-St:Ht> 
students. However, he did say 
the law would afftct all civil 
service employes, including a 
number of physical plant work- 
ers, lanltors, mechanics and sec- 
retarlee.

get a clear interpretation of the 
bill to no avail. 

At present no guidelines have 

been set by the federal govern- 
ment as to who win benefit from 
the new minimum wage law, he 
said. However, information re- 
ceived by the University after 
writins» Congress indicates that 
there will be no definite pay In^ 
crease for students. 

If it later is found that the 
new law does pertain to students. 
It will mean an Increase of ap- 
pro^mately |S,000 a month and 
about 1100,000 a year. Because 
this Increase is not allotted In 
the school budget it would de- 
mand a cut In the number of stu- 
dent employes, Beatty aald. 

THE NEW law requires that 
after Feb. 7 colleges and uni- 
versities must pay a minimum 
hourly wage of |1. In 1968 the 
minimum will be increued to 
fl.lS, $1.30 in 1969, |1.4B iB 
1970 and |1.60 in 1971. 

In July, K-State employed 38 
Htudents at less than 75 cents 
an hour, and In August 36 sttt>

THE COMl*TROLL15R'S office 
announced on Aug. iyG6, 
that the Administrative Council 
adopted 86 cents as the mini- 
mum hourly rate for student 
employes, effective Sept. 1, 1366. 
If resources are available, this 
minimum rate will be changed 
to $1 on Sept. 1, 1967. 

According to Ralph Perry, K- 
State comptroller, there Is no 
student now earning less than 
75 cents an hour while working 
for the University. * However, in 
October there were S58 students 
working for an hourly wage of 
between 76 cents and |1. If the 
new law includes students, the 
salary of all of these students 
would have to be raised. 

HOWEVER. Howard Bowen, 
president of the University of 
Iowa, interpreted the hill differ- 
ently. He thinks the minimum 
wage law will cost Iowa Uni- 
versity as much as $2.6 million 
in the next two years. 

In some eases an Increase of 
3 5 rents an hour would be neres- 
sary for student employes at 
Iowa City. One Iowa newspaper 
noted the school munt obtain 
more money from the state for 
operating expenses or thegr will 



be forced to increase student 
tuition fees. 

Heatty stated If the new law 
does not include students there 
would be no financial strain on 
K-State for a few years. No 
civil service worker is being paid 
less than |1 an hour at this 
time. Perry reports. 

THE NEW MINIAIUM wage 
law states employee will bt paid 
time-and-a-half for working 
overtime. 

A total of l.SST students 
worked for the Univorstty in 
October at an average rate of 
11.18 hourly. About 7K of these' 
students were paid more than 
11.78 hourly. 

The average number of work- 
ing hours for a student worker 
is S8 hours a month. In the 
summer thto number te almoat 
doubled. 

IN JVI«T THE average hourly 

rate for students was $1.32. 

Student payroll at K-State is 
more than |1 million annually. 

Beatty said he hopes to re- 
ceive federal guidelines on the 
minimum wage law sometime 
early In 2967. 'At that time Kr 
StaU offtelals will have a com- 
plete outline of rates to be paid 
to both civil service and student 
employes.

ROBERT LITTRELL, HIS Sr. 
said K-8tate's restriction on the 
distribution of literature ih "a 
censorship wtiirh we should not 
have to be subjected to," 

Llttreli held that under the 
new resolution, literature which 
is to be sold or iiaHHcd out 
should have one copy sent to the 
dean of students with full legal 
names of the authors. This 
would be done to protect the 
University from libel suits.

Ky Picks Six

HAIGON (UP!) — Premier 
Nguyen Cao Ky today named 

six new cabinet iTienibera in a 
bid to quell a serious regional 
feud within the South Vietna- 
mese government. The move 
was opposed by Chief of State 
N'Ruycn Van Thieu in the first 
open split between the Vietna- 
mese lenders. 

All six men appointees to the 
t2-man cabinet were "southern- 
era" — natives of South Viet 
Nam. Their choice was an at- 
tempt to assuage dissidents who 
charged South Vietnamese af- 
fairs were dominated by "north- 
erners" — natives of what Is now 
North Viet Nam. 

KY, LIKK many of his rank- 
ing advisers, was born in the 
north and fled south wheh the 
Communists took power there 
following French withdrawal. 

Thteu. also a "northerner," 
snubbed Ky's appointees and 
refused to receivf them when 
they arrived with Ky at QIa 
Long Palace. 

Thieu has the power to veto 
the appointments, although it 
was not immediately clear it he 
had done so. 

A )Si'OKES:»I.\X for Ky said 
the appointments were "not yet 
official," implying Ky might he 
wining to accept some sort of 
compromise with his fellow 
ruler.

To Expand in Near Future 



"The program in astronomy 

i»t K-State will In- exiiimded in 
the near future," J. C. Evans, 
assistant professor of physics, 
said. 

i)ne elementary coih-m' in as- 
tronomy, prinuirily intended for 
non-si'ience majors is being 
taught. Soon, however, a year 
long course intended for science 
luujora will be activated. 

KV.l.VH H.%II> a special ited 
course for seniors and graduate 
students will also be offered. 
Laboratories will be developed 
to go with the elementary 
courses. These will give stu- 
dents an opportunity to use some 
of the tnstraments ntlUsed In 
astronomy, he said. 

t*'vaiis doesn't ant iri|i;n |. that 



an undergraduate degree In 

astronomy will be offered. 
'"There is nnt much that a stu- 
dent can do with just an under- 
graduate degree." he said. 

IP A wrvmmT is interested 
In an astronomy career, he 
should pursue undergraduate 
work In physics or mathematics 
and take courses that would pre- 
pare him for graduate work in 
astronomy. He eould then get 
an advanced degree at a school 
which offers professional train- 
ing. 

Evans said there is a tremea- 
dons demand for trained as- 
tronomers. They are employed 
by private industry, government 
and private laboratories, 
vittnri,-^ nul universities.

Am you gentlemen know, 

we have had sottir events 
take place in the last couple 
of days on our campuB. For 
that reason I consider this 
a Tery loleinii and ■erious 
oetmaion. Ab a matter of 
fact, T requested that my re- 
marks be taped so tliat 
there will hn ii<i way for them 
to be mlHcoriHtrucd. aitd ho that 
w« would have a record of what 
I had to Mf todajp. 

Thcr*! hHH been some mlah- 
maib and speculation about tbe 
eveata that have taksn plaea and 
88 I look around this room and 
■ee membera of our staff, the 
prCM and many friendH from the 
Uttlvaraltjr and community ot 
Maahattan, I thtnk you people, 
of all people, who ar*- IntRreHted 
In this situation, deserve to have 
some tblnsi cleared up. 

That Is the purpose of my re- 
questlnR this opportunity to 
speak to yixi 

FIRHT OF AUj, I would like 
to go Into a little review. I 
would like to mention that I am 
speaking from tbe seat of my 
pants, that I have no notes, that 
I may wish I had not said some 
things that I may say, and even 
more that I may wish I hud Hald 
some things that I didn't say. 

Let's go into s little rertew. 
Ak all of you know, this con- 
cerns our footbult coach, Doug 
Weaver. Seven years ago, two 
weeks later tbaa tbls time seven 
years ago, Dong Weaver was 
contacted by me as a prospect 
to be considered for a vacancy 
whleh vas then open. A nvm- 
twr of wen were contacted. 

Finally, through a screening 
commUtee of the Athletic Coun- 
cil, three men were Invited to 
come to our campus for an In- 
terview. At the conclUBloii of 
these Interviews, 1 recommended 
to the screening committee and 
they unamlnonsly concurred, 
that we should Invite Doug 
Weaver to be our neil hMd 
football coach. 

THIH WAH PRRHENTRl) to 
thf Athletic Council, unami- 
mously approved and recom- 
mended to the President and to 

the tldiird ot UtireiitH. ThlS is 
the chuiii ot cotiiniiind. 

Doug uci't'iHt'd itiid came tu K- 
Stste on the terms which we ot- 
tered. Beyond winning football 
panics. llnT«" ^A■^■l^■ tttaiiy thlngH 
at that time t tluMiKht li-><l 1<> he 
done at thix iiint itiit idn I 
Hay that without (ail, be lias 
done lhp«e things. Hp has oper- 
ated M liinti fifst i'l:iss 
football program, ileaii. honest, 
and has done a tremendous Job 
In hiH coansellng and advising 
the young men with whom he 
works and hat) been a very good 
and strict diacipilnarian with 
these boys. 

This IH oDc of tht' ihinK» that 
t was seeking at tbls particular 
timii. He hM fninUed that end 
ot his commitment aa well, or 
better than, anyone I know 
fiould have done. 

NOW. we come to last year. 
At the eonoluston of last year's 



season, the Athletic Covnell met 

on the Monday following the sea- 
son and wf dlHcusaed. in gen- 
eral, the foothuil Hituation. Yoii 
people know how things stood at 
that particular time. 

After foiifcrrinfr with Doug, 
it was my recommendation, to 
the Athletic Coanell that we ex- 
tend his coaching tenare. We 
had initiated what we called an 
accelerat*'(l |>rt)>,'raiii two yearH 
previously and be had bad but 
one jrear of sophomore talent 
that thiH proKram |i rod need, and 
I felt, in all falmeHH to him. that 
he Khouid be given further op- 
portunity. 

I IIIHf'I'HHKl) this matter 
with Doug and reported to the 
Council that I was recommend- 
ing him for a term of three years, 
but with an understanding that 
if we had a seauon that was of 
similar disaster the Hituation 
would' become untenable, and 
that I would fully expeet kin to 
relieve hlmseU Of hls duUes as 
bead coach. 

Thla waa ny understanding 
and so reported to the Athletic 
Council. And, I think there are 
mciiiherH present here today who 
sat In that Council meeting who 
would eonflrm those statementa. 

Now we proceed to a point of 
Monday morning. We know 
what has transpired prior to that 
point as far as the courae of the 
season is concerned. We have 
not won a game, we have tied 
one and lost eight. Doug came 
to ne Monday morning to dis- 
cuss tbe situation. He knew 
fully well that he was at the 
end of his ropi' as football eoueh. 

I agreed with blm. 
THIS WAS an emotional thing 

and quite depressing because I 
am sure all of us have an ex- 
tremely high regard for this man 
and for the many talents that 
he possesses. And, In my par- 
ticular i-nm-, a very deep per- 
sonal friendship. It became ob- 
vious to me in this discussion 
that Doug did not want to re- 
sign. I admire this quality. 

During the day it came to 
my attention through two tele- 
phone calls from tbe press and 
one viHit from a member of the 
press that there was wild specu- 
lation and rumor that Doug had 
already ret^i^ned It also came 
to my attention that a petition 
by students was circulating Mon- 
day against Doug Weaver on 
campus. Not that these things 
Hhonld \h' significant, but It WaS 
a sign of the times. 

flO I..AT|i:R that afternoon, I 
dinftissfd the sittiution iiKuin 
with Doug, lie waH anxious ut 
that time, ati he was in the 
morning when he came In, to 
get this thing settled. 

So, 1 strongly suKgested to 
blm that he resign and he ac- 
ceded to my wishes, but he did 
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H. B. (BESei LK 
Alhletk Director 

BOt want to quit. The strong 
philosophy and the fierce pride 
that be protects this philosophy 
with, of never being a quittor, la 
to his credit and la to be ad- 
mitted by all ot US. Thoae are 
the facts of the matter. 

Now, I know very little else 
what to say, I just wanted to set 
the record straight. I wish that 
Doug could have been here today 
because I know that you all 
highly respect bim and 1 have 
the feeling that had he been 
here today this pluce would have 
been Jam-paclied and that as 
he walked In, each one of you 
would have stood and applauded. 

I MADB tbe statement in the 
press release that President Mo- 
Cain haa assured me that a po- 
sition in another area of Uni- 
versity worlc will be offered to 
Doug. I feel very strongly about 
thte because tbe man has given 
of himself for seven years to 
this school in the best way be 
knew how, and I think he has 
so many talents that this Uni- 
versity would be remiss tt they 
ever let a fellow like this set 
away. 

I have no Idea what this po- 
sition would be and I have even 
leas idea as to whether Uoug 
would accept it. But the matter 
is closed no matter how you look 
at it and we are now beginning 
the search for a new footliall 
coach, and I do not think that 
the situation la hopelesa. 

1 Till NIC some things have 
been accomplished here. I stili 
thtnk that the climate could be 
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Improved and I think It will. 

I can say that some Investiga- 
tions have been made but no 
individual haa been contacted. 
Thia will happen soon. The 

.\thletic Council will appoint a 
screening committee aa we did 
the last time. 

Thi- dirf'ctor of athletics will 
be (^tiar^ed with Investigating 
candidates ittid they will be 

screened by this committee. 
Probably three, nnlesa we hit 

the right person right off the 
bat. will be brought in for in- 
terview. I emphasize "probably" 
because this will be determined 
by this screening committee, and 
there will he no it'lcases niad^ 
from this time forward on 
whom we are Interested in or 
whom we have contacted. 

It is unfortunate when the 
rumor mill gets going - and* a 
co&eh at some other university 
reads that he has been contacted 
and is due in for an interview 
when he didn't even know tbe 
Job was open. But these things 
happen in this business. For- 
tunately, tbe last time around 
on this affair aeven jrears ago 
we were able to protect the peo- 
ple involved and also tbe Uni- 
versity. So. if I am still in the 
driver's seat, don't aak 
what's going on because the 
answer will be "no comment." 

I THINK, as probably many 
of you do, that we have at the 
present time, more players of 
Big Bight caliber than we have 
bad In some time. We have some 
outstanding individuals that have 
proven themselves in tough com- 
petition. 

Not enough. Yet we will re- 
turn next year, I think, the 
strongest squad we have hAd in 
some time when you add our 
freshmen to It with only five 
seniors departing. I think this 
job can he an attractive posi- 
tion lu people and I would like 
to make this statement, that last 
year after the Athletic Council 
accepted my recommendation 
unanimously that we retain 
Doug, it was to be ezpeetod that 
there would be criticism of this 
action. 

I llxiTKN to have been In 



this business now for 28 yea 
and I am not so naive to know 
that these things don't auto- 
matically follow. But I can also 
tell you one other thing, that I 
doubt seriously there will have 
been one other major institu- 
tion in this country who would 
have done what we did last year 
In retaining Dour Weaver aftor 
a record of and lH. 

Yet, 1 thought that was the 
best thing for the University at 
that time. You would be amazed 
at the national admiration that 
we received from this action. 
You may not think it was a 
smart move at the time. Hind- 
sight is easy for me, too. But as 
I went to tbe coaching conven- 
tion last year; I was amaged h^ 
tbe reaction. 

Perhaps I wasn't amazed be- 
cause I would expect it of other 
people in thla profession who 
couldn't believe that we could 

do what we had done. And, I 
think this adds to the stature 
of this University. I thtnk that 

is all thefts is for the record.

THK C»i.i> CdNTHACT expired 
last Tuesday and ApTRA agreed 
not to strike so long as the net- 
works did not try to tape shnws 
ahead. When AFTKA could not 
get Bucb an agreement from 
NltC's "Tonipht Show," it ord- 
ered host Johnny Carson not to 
show up at the tapliig for Thura- 
day's show. 

Carson and other members of 
the show stayed away and NBC. 
without telling the audience, 
ran a tape of an October ahow.
